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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 11-20 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record issued to Ayyagari et al. fails to teach or suggest a system 
and method for broadcast transmission of information to a plurality of mobile stations, 
determining the geographic location of a plurality of mobile stations subscribed to receive certain 
broadcast information, generating multicast data within the broadcast information, and utilizing 
an adaptive array antenna, by adjusting the amplitude and phase of received signals at each of 
plurality of antenna elements as a function of the geographic location of the plurality of mobile 
stations, particularly, wherein a signal beam is formed having a beam width sufficient to cover 
only the area substantially bounded by the geographic locations of the plurality of mobile 
stations as cited in claims 1 1 and 16. Ayyagari relates to airbome network, wherein a directed 
beam antenna or a phased array antenna of Ayyagari relates to rather transmitting information to 
each individual at each mobile station by narrowly adjusting the beam of the adaptive array 
antenna to that particular individual only as used conventionally.
